Charles  Cameron,  vice-president;  Bill  McQuinn,  treasurer;  Francis  Zobel,  secretary. 

Our  class  started  the  new  semester  with  a  lot  of  spirit  and  pep.  The  main  thing 
we  did  was  to  help  decorate  the  gym  for  the  hHome-Coming  Dance  for  the  football 
boys,  which  resulted  in  fun  and  contentment  both  for  the  student  body  and  the  faculty. 
Also  we  were  given  the  honor  of  helping  put  on  one  of  the  biggest  events  of  the  year, 
"The  Prom."  This  was  the  biggest  thing  we  have  done,  but  we  still  have  higher 
aspirations. 

In  closing,  the  I  lA  class  wish  to  extend  their  congratulations  to  the  present  l2A's 
and  hope  that  they  keep  up  their  splendid  record  out  of  school  as  they  did  in  school. 
As  for  our  class,  we  hope  to  live  up  to  our  motto,  "Semper  Fidelis."

We  have  enjoyed  many  and  varied  science  lectures,  movies  and  scientific  experi- 
ments, due  to  the  cooperation  of  Dick  Pickering,  chairman  of  the  program  committee, 
with  Mr.  Shortt,  who  secured  the  speaker.  One  of  the  distinguished  speakers  was  Mr. 
Plumb,  head  of  the  Truscon  Chemical  Laboratory. 

The  climax  of  summer  events  was  brought  to  a  close  when  the  Science  Club  held  a 
swimming  party  at  the  summer  cottage  of  Mr.  Shortt.  Almost  all  the  members  of  the 
organization  were  present  and  everybody  had  an  enjoyable  day. 

One  matter  of  which  we  are  duly  proud  is  the  increase  In  the  number  of  new 
members.  The  Mercury  Science  Club  is  open  to  all  Senior  High  students  who  have 
taken  or  who  at  present  are  taking  Biology,   Physics  or  Chemistry. 

In  closing,  the  Mercury  Science  Club  has  one  suppressed  desire  and  that  Is  to 
establish  radios  in  every  class  room  of  Lincoln  High  School.

VARSITY  FOOTBALL 

The  first  practice  found  many  of  our  last  year's  ball  gridders  bacl<  in  the  old  huddle, 
notwithstanding  plenty  of  new  recruits.  After  a  couple  of  weeks  of  hard  practice 
Lincoln  played  their  first  battle  with  Flint  Northern,  state  champs  two  years  prev'ous. 
They  were  a  strong  team  and  our  boys  showed  their  real  football  ability,  although  they 
lost  the  game  by  a  score  of  7  to  0. 

Coach  Brown  stated  after  the  game  that  the  Ferndale  boys  played  Flint  on  even 
terms  most  of  the  time,  but  were  outclassed  by  Flint's  passing  and  punt'ng.  It  was  a 
good  game  and  the  boys  had  hopes  of  a  successful  season,  hiarold  Leever,  varsity 
man  from  last  year,  was  elected  captain  of  the  team  before  the  game. 

The  following  week-end  the  "Railsplltters"  met  Hazel  Park  at  Jefferson  F'eld,  where 
they  won  their  first  game  of  the  year  by  a  score  of  I  3  to  0.  Captain  Leever  showed 
wonderful  playing  with  his  hard  line  smashes  for  long  gains,  which  kept  the  ba'l  in 
h^azel  Park's  territory  most  of  the  time.  He  was  aided  by  the  good  blocking  of  Willis, 
Allum  and  Broome,  the  remaining  backfield  men.  Charles  Cameron,  a  veteran  guard, 
received  a  broken  ankle,  which  kept  him  out  of  the  game  the  rest  of  the  year.  With 
"Chuck"  out  of  the  line-up,  Lincoln  lost  one  of  its  best  linemen,  both  on  offense  and 
on  defense. 

The  "Railsplltters"  lost  their  next  game  to  Port  Huron  by  a  score  of  9  to  7.  Zobel 
furnished  the  thrill  of  the  game  by  intercepting  a  short  lateral  pass  behind  the  Porf 
Huron  line  and  racing   25  yards  for  a  touchdown.    Captain   Leever  kicked   the  extra 
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point.  In  the  last  half  of  the  game  a  blocked  punt  by  Port  Huron  gave  them  two 
points  when  the  ball  fell  behind  our  own  goal  line.  Then  a  fumble  by  Lincoln  and  a 
completed  pass  by  Port  hluron  gave  the  visiting  team  their  first  touchdown.  A  suc- 
cessful kick  by  hliH  of  Port  Huron  furnished  their  remaining  point. 

Hopes  of  a  good  team  were  almost  shattered,  when  on  the  following  Saturday  the 
Birmingham  "  M  "  completely  outclassed  our  gridders,  26  to  0.  It  was  the  highest  score 
that  had  been  made  against  Coach   Brown's  team  in  four  years. 

About  the  same  score  was  duplicated  by  the  heavy  Pontlac  Chieftains  in  the  next 
game,  when  they  defeated  Ferndale  by  a  score  of  25  to  0.  Several  fumbles  by  Lincoln 
and  two  blocked  punts  by  Pontiac,  paved  the  way  for  the  Chieftains'  victory,  although 
Leever  was  again  the  star  with  his  hard  tackles  and  plunges.  Even  though  they  lost  the 
game,  the  Ferndale  boys  gave  the  visiting  team  a  hard  battle  up  to  the  last  quarter. 

It  was  a  down-hearted  team  that  returned  home  from  Grosse  Polnte  the  next  week- 
end, with  a  defeat  of  24  to  0.  The  boys  played  a  hard  game,  but  lost  the  ball  on 
downs  on  their  only  scoring  chance.  McArthur  suffered  a  knee  Injury  which  also  kept 
him  out  of  the  game  the  rest  of  the  year.  Zobel,  trying  for  the  first  time,  got  away 
two  beautiful  punts. 

With  five  defeats  and  one  victory  behind  them,  the  "Rallsplltters"  made  their 
last  fight  against  Royal  Oak,  Ferndale's  rival  for  many  years.  Playing  In  a  steady 
downpour  of  rain,  the  Lincoln  gridders  played  a  fighting  game  of  football.  "Franny" 
Zobel  again  furnished  some  fine  punting  and  passing  after  a  few  unlucky  punts  In  the 
first  quarter.  Fowler,  Irwin  and  Papke,  new  recruits  In  the  backfleld,  played  a  very 
good  game.  Irwin  made  long  gains  through  the  line,  while  Papke  showed  good  block- 
ing ability.  Fowler  furnished  the  only  thrill  of  the  game  when  he  intercepted  a  Royal 
Oak  pass  and  ran  35  yards  for  a  touchdown.  But  Lincoln  was  offside  on  the  play  and 
it  only  resulted  in  a  penalty  for  Ferndale.  Captain  Leever  was  taken  from  the  game 
early  In  the  second  half  with  a  dislocated  elbow,  which  placed  Lincoln  under  a  great 
handicap.  A  blocked  punt  by  Royal  Oak  gave  the  "Acorns"  their  only  scoring  chance, 
but  after  failing  to  gain,  an  attempted  field-goal  by  Nieger  hit  the  goal  posts  and 
bounced  back,  taking  the  Ferndale  team  out  of  danger.  The  game  ended  In  a  score- 
less tie,  0  to  0. 

Although  It  wasn't  a  very  successful  season,  we  hope  for  a  better  team  next  year.

The  Association  had  its  origin  after  the  elimination  of  interscholastic  sports  in 
schools.
